Milwaukee lost its fight for low- 


er ' gas .rates before the; Wisconsin 
Railroad. .Commission on Saturday, 
when that body dismissed the appli- 
cation for a reduction of gas-rates 
which' has been pending since Jan. 
10,1917." 
. 


Three years ago Clifton Williams,- 


city attorney of Milwaukee, filed a 
complaint with the commission, ask- 
ing that body to prescribe "reason- 
able -rates and prohibit the company 
from charging more than 50 cents 
per thousand .cubic feet of gas sup- 
plied it" 
The commission found 


that recently the earnings of the 
Milwaukee Gas Light, Co. bag drop- 
ped to 4.6 per cent upon its. physi- 
cal' valuation, and. therefore dis- 
missed the complaint.. . For . the 
eight'years prior to .this time, how-; 
ever, the earnings of the gas light 
company averaged 9 per cent. 


The -commission • found -that the 


value'.-of-the property of the -gas 
light •company in 1912 was f 10,700,- 
000;- arid- that:the- valuation on July 
31.. :I920,-!was $12,511,709... .The 
highest" rate: of return for the past 
eight years-was .in 1916 when the' 
earnings, were .12.3: per cent. .Com- 
mencing with the war; the annual 
rate of return has declined until on 
the basis of an -annual rata it.is now 
4.6 per cent.. 


The.-supreme court is expected to 


'render "its decision in 'the Milwau- 
kee; street car 'and interurban con- 
troversy when it reconvenes in about 
three weeks.'.

Thousands of bushels of as fine peaches as are grown in the 


United States, the investigator says, are.being fed to hogs or 
left on the ground to rot. 


Commission men and farm organization experts give among, 


various reasons the INEFFICIENCY .OF RAILROAD TRANS- 
PORTATION, and car shortage.

And yet peaches are selling in Chicago at from $2.50 to $3.50 


a bushel. Some are being sold by the farm«rs at the Benton 
Harbor, (Mich.) market at from 75 cents to $1.25 a bushel. The 
Albertas which have brought from $4 to $6 a bushel in Chicago 
can be bought at Benton Harbor for $2.50 a 'bushel. 


A press dispatch carrying a Benton Harbor date line says: 


•^Growers are admitting that their only salvation is ORGAN- 
IZATION. They say they MUST HAVE THEIR OWN COLD 
STORAGE WAREHOUSES, CANNERIES, AND MARKETING 
ORGANIZATIONS." ' 


The Milwaukee Sentinel recounts the above conditions and 


says: 


There is a tremendous difference between the pro- 


ducers' price and the consumers' price. 
Deducting 


from that difference the various expenses of transpor- 
tation and overhead charges there still remains an 
enormous and exorbitant profit. 
'

With the grower at one end of the line permitting 


his fruit to rot because he cannot obtain-enough money 
for it to pay the expense of harvesting, and with the 
consumer at the other end paying famine prices it cer- 
tainly looks as if somewhere there was a great and in- 
defensible PROFIT which it ought to be comparatively 
easy for a genuine investigation to disclose.. 
The Sentinel does not recognize the extent to -which in- 


efficient railroad transportation is responsible for the deplor- 
aJble conditions which it describes, because perhaps it is a de- 
fender of the Esch-Cummins bill. 


Although the Sentinel recognizes the evil, of our presenl 


day lack of proper transportation and marketing facilities yet 
the organized farmers who are trying to reform these conditions 
it denounces as Bolshevists and free-lovers, and W. J. Morgan, 
the republican candidate for Attorney-General joins loudly in 
the chorus. 


FROM D'ANNUNZIO 


ABRTELE D'ANNTJNZIO, the fiery Italian whose exploits 


VJ in the war were so spectacular, has issued a statement 
which has astounded Europeans. He issued his statement in an 
exhortation to the people of Fiume calling upon them to support 
tne declaration for an independent republic. His jproclamation 
is the more sensational because of d'Annunzio's part in the war. 


He says, for example: 
"We fought and suffered merely to enrich the modern slave 


drivers. We fought to find ourselves 'bartered as never before. 
We gave the last drop of blood as alchemy to the brokers to turn 
the liberty of the world. They gave it to make playthings in 
the world's stock markets. Everywhere in Europe and in all 
parts of the world, political power is in command of mongrel 
bankers, subject to the ignoble demands of extortioners and de- 
frauders constituted into a legal consortium. Even in the worst 
days of barbs^rism and slavery, human beings were not driven 
and bartered with-such cool cruelty. The nations are merchan- 
dise, public life is nothing but an indecent market place sur- 
rounded by barren institutions and wornout laws." 


Concerning the Versailles "peacemakers" he has the follow- 


ing to say: 
' . 


"The repartition of the booty ,of the war was like the dis- 


tribution of chopped.up meat.. Nothing more horrible could be 
imagined than this conclusion to a butchery that had been-given 
a revolutionary rhythm. It is a return to the days of the pound 
of flesh; a return to the cave man age; a return to the customs 
of the pelt-clad savages. And this after all the promises made, 
after all the ir.spiring'eloquence of the chief of the states." 


He gives his version as to why an American offensive in 


eastem France was launched on the eve of the armistice and 
even on tflt-ery day when the armistice was signed. "The an- 
swer to thtiriddle is easy. The object was to increase decently 
tb« number of pounds of flesh so as to have more authority at 
the table of negotiations. Such was the idealism of the great 
war. Such was the beauty of the sacrifices offered of man- 
kind's hos>e. The tragedy of all is still kept carefully shrouded 
by the peacemakers, but their very cynicism will 'soon destroy 
their own ends."
